Etiquette killed a king of Spain, and 
atter the following fashion: “Phillip III 
was gravely sitting by the fireside; the 
flremaker of the coart bad kindled so 
great a quantity of wood that the royal 
monarch was nearly suffocated with heat, 
aud his grandeur would not suffer him to 
rise from the chair; the domestics coaid 
not presume to enter the apartment, be­ 
cause it was against the etiquette. At 
length tho Marquis de Potat appeared, and 
the king ordered him to damp the fire, bot 
fie excused himself, alleging that he was 
forbidden by the etiquette to perform such 
a function, tor which the Duke d ’ Ussada 
ought to be called upon, as it was his 
business. The Duko had gone out; the 
fire burned fiercer, and the king endured 
it rather thao derogate from his dignity: 
But his blood was heated to such a degree 
that an erysipelas of the head appeared 
next day, which succeeded by a violent 
fever, carried him off in 1821, in the 21th 
year of his reign ”

State. Meanwhile the one question which 
above all others should be satisfactorily 
answered in the name of justice, and which 
will probably never be answered on the 
gallows, as it should be, is, “ Who killed 
Richard {Smith ?”

The part which was taken by Lin Law­ 
rence In removing Mr. Robbins from the 
boat at the time of the accident on the 
river, deserves more than a parsing notice. 
Lawrence himself has modestly retrained 
from pushing himself into public notice 
concerning if, but j y carefully gathering 
the facts from different sources it appears 
that he showed such coolness and bravery 
as should cot escape commendation. At the 
lime of the accident Lawrence and his 
wile were standing on the lower bridge, 
and when the terrible blow cams, was 
among the rir^t to reach the spot. Sailor 
Dick, after Mr. Robbins had assured him 
taut he would keep still till his return, 
clambered onto the bridge, sent a messen­ 
ger after a rope, and went himscif after Dr. 
Palmer and the carriage. Youug Lawrence 
despite the escaping steam, and the warn­ 
ings of bystanders that the boiler was 
g jing to buist, climbed over the rail, and 
dropped down into the boat. 
He found 
that Mr. Robbins in his confusion owing to 
the terrible wound, was tryiug to climb 
over the side ot the boat, and in a moment 
would have been in the water.
